The following subjects may well be mov­ 
ed from the sphere of partisan considera- 
I tion: 


I. The foreign policy of the United States, 
as practiced since 1944. largely under the 
aegis of John Foster Dulles, has been more 
successful than was assumed possible at 
the start. This does not mean that no crit­ 
icism either of policy or its conduct should 
exist. Every citizen of this country has the 
legal and moral right to criticize or even 
oppose any policy of our government in 
time of war as in time of peace. This is an 
inalienable right of citizenship. 


However, once the policy is formed, after 
due reference to the leadership of b o t h 
parties rn and out of Congress, it is pos­ 
sible to face the world with a united front. 
Whenever this method has been employed, 
it has been productive of great good. In 
fact, the employment of a bipartisan per­ 
sonnel at the United Nations and at inter­ 
national conferences has given strength to 
American attitudes.
